enough of a gate to pay for the rub­ 
bing alcohol to go over his 
huge 
body. 
T here’s a lot of irony in the fact 
th a t the m an who finally showed 
th e 
world 
th a t 
C am era w asn’t 
m uch of a pugilist in th e 
ring 
is 
pretty m uch of a liability himself. 
Jack Sharkey is. perhaps, th e most 
able heavyweight still in the rec­ 
koning. but he lost the support of 
hts public long ago and is doing lit­ 
tle to regain it. As m uch 
as 
any 
boxer, he has contributed to the 
popular belief th a t boxing 
h as 
a 
spotty reputation, but, tem porarily 
a t least, he has removed its side 
show stigm a by m aking the lum ber­ 
ing C am era look 
like 
a 
m uscle- 
bound-oaf. 
C am era's 
reputation 
for 
in ­ 
vincibility 
has 
been 
discredited,, 
Sharkey h as

For a number of years the 
al­ 
cove, if it happened to be part of 
Die living room. was regarded as a 
decorative problem. 
Especially 
lf 
It had no direct lighting of Its own. 
But, with the revival 
of 
other 
< harming Victorian ideas, the al­ 
cove has come in for its share of 
appreciation, and it is now part of 
the specifications of 
many 
new 
modernistic homes. 
In .some of 
the 
compact lttte 
apartments, lite alcove .solves many 
a problem. 
It 
may contain the 
couch-bnt and chest of 
drawers. 
and thus be a comfortable bedroom 
when requited, yeet not obtrude Its 
utility, nor actually cut into the 
living room expanse, Alcove kitch­ 
enettes are abo 
I airly 
common, 
They may have an 
easily 
raised 
partition, either a 
set 
of rolling 
doors which when closed 
merely 
continue the wall space; open, Hwy 
fir veal complete kitchen equipment. 
Alcoves make excellent libraries, 
•Deluding the reader from the chat­ 
ty family group, yet not isolating 
him in unfriendly fashion in a de­ 
tached room. 
Thus is a practical 
use of the alcove which has no 
window , and which is more likely to 
be used at night than during the 
day. 
An Attractive Music lioom 
Such an alcove 
might 
abo be 
transform ed 
into 
an 
attractive 
lamplighted music room, w ith piano 
or 
radio 
or 
phonograph, 
near 
enough to the living room to bi* 
heard, yet not 
dommatinng 
the 
foom. 
Of bourse, tile alcove with 
plenty of sunlight is ideal for the 
indoor garden, and the modernistic 
•helving which b cleverly fitted on 


the long windows so that potted 
plants can bt* scattered lengthwise, 
imparts a conservatory touch to 
even a modest arrangement, 
Alcoves in kitchen or bath also 
have their uses. The stove may be 
fitted into the 
alcove 
or 
long 
shelves to contain china, pots and 
pans, food receptacles of glass, tin 
or crockery. 
In some of the sm art bathrooms 
there are two small alcoves built in 
on cither side of the sink. These 
may av fitted with 
open 
shelves 
holding bottles, jars and boxes for 
toilet articles, or enclosed within 
glass doors revealing 
stacks 
of 
snowy towels. 
OI course, many of the alcoves 
are t<x) small to be treated as a 
room, even though they do cut con­ 
siderably into living room or dining 
room space. 
Straight or circular 
window seats built into such cor­ 
ners mprove the apparance of the 
whole room, and if 
fitted 
with 
table and lamp In proportion, the 
little alcove may evolve into a spe­ 
cial and cheerful group separate, 
yet blending well with the rest of 
the room.
